i London, Oct 26.— According to re- 
ports received here the conference 
(hold Saturday at Tokto between cabi- 
;n«t ntnlsters and the elder sUtesmen 
of Japan did not result in a^T Anal 
decision. It is understood that Baron 
iVon Rosen, Russian minister to Japan, 
^as received instructions from his gov- 
aiMMBt to ^'^^ another 

'conference with Foreign Minister Ko- 
mura Sunday. It la said that a ma- 
jority of the Japanese ciders favored 
adticronce to the country's past policy, 
insisting that Russia should futnil her 
9)ad(e» wltli rafard to Manchuria on 
tbe ground that any compromise would 
only poatpona and not avert a con- 
flict. 

Special dlspatchas from St. 'Peters- 
burg represent a growing ill feeling in 
Russia agiilnst both ISngland and the 
United States in consequence of the 
supposed sympathy of these countries 
for Japan. This feeling finds expres- 
sion in the Novoe Vremya, which in 
commenting on the decision of the 
Alaska boundary trli)unal, says it 
hopes that Canada will now sever the 
connecting it with Great Britain. 
' The Oyan Novikrai maintains a bel- 
licose attitude, expressing thil^-oplnlon 
that neither Great Britain nor the 
United States will intorfcio and Russia 
yffM never better prepared for War. 
Tlils paper urges that Japan had bet- 
^Jf be crushed without doiny.

Forest Fire Raging.

Ths Man Says He Killed the Children 
Because His Wife Had Left 
Him and Refueed to 
Baa HInK 

Marion, Ind., Oct. 26.— Jesse Mc- 
Clure, a lam hand, miirdered bis two 
sons, aged 5 and 1 years, Sunday aft- 
ernoon, leaving their bodies In a fence 
corner. While a mob waa forming to 
capture and lynch him, McClure drove 
on a run to this city and gave himself 
up. He has been saereted by the au* 
thorltles who fear attempted violence. 

McClore lived near Prankton and 
had separated from his wife a year 
ago, she refusing to live with bim and 
reurning with bejr Children to her fa- 
ther's homo. 

At noon Sunday MeOlara hired a 
rig at Blwood and drove to tbe Kil- 
gore farm, the owner being Mrs. Mc- 
Clure's father. He found tlie children 
playing in the front yard and induced 
them with candy to tal\e a lido with 
him. He drove a mile up the road, 
carried the children to a fence corner 
and shot tbcm with a revolver. Tbe 
older one Was found dead a few min- 
utes lulor anil the yoiin,i;<'r was dyinir, 
a piece of the candy being Ktill iu his 
month. McClure fled and was pursued 
by a crowd of young farmers bent on 
deadly vengeance. The alarm was giv- 
en and from all surrounding towns 
armed pursuer^tarted. McClure suc- 
coeded In reat hliig the jail here with- 
out being stopped and ttie authorities 
have hidden bim away. 

To the Jail turnkey McClure admit- 
ted the murder of his two children, 
and said he had kllleil them t>e(inise 
his wife had left him and lefused to 
see him. Said he: 

"When she refused to see me I de- 
cided to be revenged and drove down 
the road to a little clump of small 
trees. My two children were asleep In 
tbe buggy When I stopped the jolt 
awoke uiy little boy. Dee. He kioKed 
up to me and said: 'Papa, What are 
you going to doT' 

"I put ny band over hla eyas and 
took my gun from my pocket and shot 
him In the forehead, killing him In- 
stantl.v. The shot awf)ke little Momer 
and I took him by the shoulder and 
fired a shot Into his head They both 
fell to the bottom of the buggy. I 
drove the horse to tbe side of the rgad 
and lifted both bodies out and laid 
them (in the withered grass. I then 
ilrove directly to .Marlon to the Jsiland 
am hero to give myself np. 

"Tlie nei^lihors will lyut h me when 
they fiud out what 1 have done. I do 
not care what you do with me. I am 
ready to die and expect to hang for 
this crime. All that I nsk^s to see my 
dear little niics Imricil " 

Late Sunday eveniUK it was learned 
that a mob was being formed to come 
to Marlon Sunday night and lynch Mc- 
Clure. Deputy Shertir Williams spir- 
ited the murderer away from the Jail 
and started with him to Indlapapoltfl. 

Indianapolis. Ind . 0( t JO —Jesse 
McClure was brought h< re at 10 o'clock 
and placed in Jail. He made a second 
confession of bis crima. repeating the 
sutements he bad made to the turn- 
key at the Marlon Jail. 



MOTHER'S TBRRIBLB OBBD. 



Murdered Her Three Children and At- 
tempted the Life af the Faurth. 

Monterey, Cel., Oct. 26 -while tem. 
porarlly deraofad, Mrs. Louis Iverson, 
wife of a Ballnaa machinist murdered 
three of her children at Paclic Grove 
ut the dictation, she said later, of a 
supreme power. She first strangled 
her eldest daughter Louisa, 12. She 
then attempted the life of her eldest 
son, 11, but ha boy broke away from 
her and took % tnUa tor his home In 
falinas. ShS than atrangled her son 
Harold. C. and securing an ax struck 
him a blow on the head. Later In the 
•vening she killed her 7-monthBold 
baby Maria by strangling. 

The murdar at her children was ra- 
lated by Mra. Ivanoa to BheriS Nea- 
bltt Sunday. 

Tbe boy who escaped reported to hla 
father that the eldest girl was 111 and 
had been lying on tbe bed, but said 
nothing of his mother's attack on him. 
■^e father telephoned to a Pacific 
Orove physician' to call at the house 
and see the child. The doctor did so 
and waa met at tbe door by Mrs. lver> 
son who said thara waa no ona alek 
In the house. 

Early Sunday morning Mr. Iverson 



knocked at the front door of the cot- 
tage where his wife and family had 
been living and was told to go around 
to tbe back door. 

He did so, and entering the house 
was abotit to kiss liis wife wher she 
said: "IJun't touch me Don't put 
your bands on me. Go and luul< at your 
children " 

With that ha opened the door of the 
adjoining room where lay the bodies 
of the three children, the l)oy (in one 
bed and the two girls on another. 
The house was in disorder and iiidlfa 
tlons were plentiful that the two older 
children had struggled hard against 
their death. Mrs. Iverson had been 
111 tor several months and had shown 
signs of mental derangement

On* Man Killed, a House Demolished 
and tha Car Splintered. 

Jollet. III., Oct. 26.— A runaway elec- 
tric car on the Clcago and Joliet line 
Sunday kiled a man, demolished a 

house and reduced itself to splinters 
after a terrific plunge down a steep 
incline la this dty. 

Just as t^e car began to descend the 
steep hill Motorman Bouray fell in a 
faint and rolled from the platform. 
Miss Anna Westborg, the solitary pas- 
senger saw her peril and Jumped 
from the car, escaping with some pain* 
ful bruises. The car bounded forward, 
going down the hill at terrific speed. 

At the foot of the hilt, where there 
Is a sharp curve, Peter Sharp. 18, was 
waiting for the car. He had not no- 
ticed that it was running away. When 
the car struck the curve it jumped tha 
track, scooping up young Sharp on the 
fender and crashed Into Charles Hotl- 
Bten's dwelling. Sharp's brains were 
battered ont against the stone founda- 
tion. The side walls of the house were 
crushed iu and the entire structure 
wrecked. Mrs. Hollstcln was alone in 
tbe house at the time and escaped 
without injury cUmWss a«( tkroiigh 
a window.

Prof. Robert H. Thurston, of Cornell 
University, Passes Away. 

Ithaca. N. Y., Oct 26.~Prof. Robert 
H. Thurston, director of the Sibley col- 
lege (if engineering. Cornell university, 
died suddenly Sunday night at his 
home on the campus. He was sitting 
in his library shortly before 6 o'clock, 
awaiting the arrival of former Presi- 
dent .\ndrtw D. White, Dean Hutfcut, 
of tlie college of law. Prof. Hewitt and 
others who were tn he Ins nuests at 
dinner, Sunday being his (Uth birth- 
day. He seemed to fall asleep but 
when his wita made effortn to rouse 
him she found bim uneonsrious and 
he died before a physician could ha 
summoned. Heart disease waa the 
cause of death He had lion In ap 
parent good health and spirits and had 
Juat retur ned from a brisk walh.

The Roof and Walls of a Sub- 
way Toiiiiel in New 
Yoit Caved in. 

FOUR OTHERS lAOLY INJURED. 



The Men Men Were at Work iu the 

Juiiiiel Which is About 110 

Feet Below the Snrfaea 
f 

Superintendent Hunt and Qenaral 
Foreman Beyers Were Arreated 
and Placed Under $10,000 Ball 
Bach Far a Hearing. 

New Oct 2f. - Ten li\(!s were 

ost by tbe cave-in of the roof and walls 
of the sabway tunnel at 195th street, 
and tour persons were bodily injured. 
All "of the dead and Injured were work* 
men, and lui st of thevA Italians. 

At tbe point wheW the cave-In oc- 
curred a gang of 20 men were at work 
In the tunnel, which is about 110 feet 
below the surface. Rufus C. Hunt, 
general superintendent^ of the tunnel 
work, said Sunday that two converging 
seams bad appeared in the roof of tbe 
tunnel during the day work on Sutur« 
day. The presence of these seams, 
however, was not believed to indicate 
any more dangerous t haractcr uf tbd 
rock than had previously been cncoua* 
lered, although it waa thought necea* 
sary to prop the roof with a number 
of upright timber braces. 

Tbe tunnel was li>iiif; \>of<\ hv op* n- 
Ing a perpendicnla 1 •ml' ;i" m iliv 
face of the bore, and blasting the sidea 
to the right and left of this embrasure. 
Throe blasts were arranged by the 
drillers, the holes being charged well 
toward the roof. The drillers then 
withdrew and the three blasts were set 
off In rapid succession by electricity, 
loosening large quant it '< « df earth and 
rock. The drillers .s.iy ili.n about tea 
minutes elapsed to allow the esnioke 
to clear away before Timothy Sullivan, 
the foreman, a'nB Viectrtelan Sochueit 
advanced, the latter iutendlng to 
strike wires aii<l hang electric lamps to 
light the way. They were folldwed liy 
sixteen workm'^n. The vanguard ci 
the gang bad reached tbe broken stone 
when a rumbling sound was heard. It 
was great iu volume with lightning- 
like rupitlil.v. I'liose ill ill!' leai liid 
just time 1^ l\irn about and run wlien, 
with a deafening crash, hundreds of 
tens of roi k fell on the nett gt the face 
of the Iwi Ing. 

The diillcis and two o\ ilirce Ital- 
ians who were out of rea« h ot ilie de- 
luge of rock were knocked tl.il on ilieir 
faces by tbe rush of wind through the 
tunnel. 

When the r(iar had lenseil ilie cr'.es 
of iujured woi lunen ei Imeil tliii iiph 
the tunnel.

THE KENTUCKY JUDICIARY. 
One of tbe largeet Dembcratic meet- 

icK I !' the present campaiKn was held in 
Louisville October 20ib. The chief speak- 
ers were Joe. T. O'Neal and Alexander 

P. Humphrey, two of the most proini- 
nent lawyera ct tbat city. Both came 
out iiniualiflddly in declarioff their con- 
fidence in tbe purity of Kentucky 'a Ju- 
diciary. Said Mr. O'Neal :- 

'•They make the charge that the judic- 
iary ill the Stall- 1-1 pariiPfln. Thai lite, 
liLifriy and |>ri<perty iii K"iituoky are 
not Bale beiaiise of a partisan judiciary. 
Even tiie K-publicau parly oujcbt to be 
ashamed dI tliiH (-lander, yet it is incor- 
porateii in both the Stat« and local plat- 
form. Ttje speakers refer specially to 
the court in which those cliar>?ed with 
the iijiiider of Mr. (^oebel have been iu- 
dicted. 1 have no word of comment as 
to the j?uilt or fnnocen h of any of tbef o 
men. I leave thtiii to In- judged by 
their peers when called to anawer at 
tbe bar of justice. But I am in a po- 
eition to know that the court re^sr 
red to has b<ei and is beiog outrageously 
libeled. It fell to my lot todtfend one 
of the men cbaigad with tbia crime. 
Through a long andbard fought trial the 
priaoner and nia coauael were ahown 
everv reasonable and proper cburteay by 
tbe diatingoiabed Judge who presided at 
tbe trial, by tbe connael for tbe Bute and 
by all tbe oflBcera of the law in charge of 
the trial, and on all questions tbe rulings 
of tbe Judge were j ist and impartial. 
Before the fate of tbe prisoner vty known 
I publicly in open court declared the de- 
fendant bad i)een n\wen a fair trial on tbe 
merits of his cawe. He was promptly 
acijuitt. (1 by tlie jury becaupe he was in- 
nocent of the crime charjjed. Another 
Ii<»ptiblican charged with the samecriiiM 
was brought to trial in the same court 
and was promptly acquitted by the jurv, 
who believed him innocent. In another 
case in tbe same court learned counsel 
for the d f.'ndanf reserved over HOO ex- 
cepiiMii., In till- niliii^'H of the court, and 



a Ritpu'^lican Court of Apoeala, not as a 
pariiaan court, but in il c honeat dia- 
cbarg* of i)i«><r rluiy, found only three 
ern>ri« nut of 800 daimtid. This is a rec- 
r I ihitt ei y Jodee, » ven a Mantfleld or 
K-iit mlabi Ihi proud of. 

" I'hiuk , fellow cins-na, of a' partv 
claiminir and preteiidiog to be law-abid- 
il K tukiiiir uiiiier im protectiuu men 
charifPd by tbe nolemn "alb tt'and juries 
wiiti the fiiil eriuie <f murder! That 
party lias shtinel- ^^sly aii'i distinctly 
c iiiitii'tied itselt to the prote<'tion ( f 
these men wh»-ther they be Kuilty or in- 
nocent, aiid boldly wk the people ot 
Kentucky to clothe it with power to slay 
itie hands ot j i-ttice. Mr. Belknap may 
now think it n >od pol cy to say he will 
jiidxe of these cases bh tliev come to him, 
out when he publicly dei 1 ires that con- 
victions are l.eini; secured on peijured 
evuieiice and partisan rulings oi the 
court, he uniiju vocallv commiia himself 
to their protection and adopts the pru- 
d-nt policy of Mr. Taylor to take no 
chaoc-s and srant pardons as the prop- 
er aolutiunif the qu-stious. The Good 
Bonk savs, "Ttie gullt^ tl-e when no man 
purtiueth." By the laws of Kentucky 
when thee* men tl -d her borders they 
teat'fliwl to their own guilt, and when the 
time e imee, as it must come, when these 
men, like the humblest citizen of tbe 
State, most face tbia charge, their own 
hurried and cowardly 6 got will be a 
tiiimpet-toogned witneas against them." 

la reference to same subject Judge 
Humphrey said : 

The part of tbe ticket to which I de- 
sire especially to addreaa myaell ia tbat 
which eiubraoea tbe nomination for 
Judges upon oar local bench. In the lo- 
cal RepuDlican platform it ia stated eub- 
atantially that our security resta noon a 
indiciary wieb will not be controlled in 
Its judgmente by partiaan conaiderationa. 
I have been a practicing lawyer at tbia 
bar for very many years, and have been 
led by ray experience and what I have 
learned to belive that our bench is singu- 
larly free from any .-^uch intluenccH. That 
caaes have been decided which indicate 
this partisan bias I have not heard. It 
maybe tbat this is meant to be a general 
charge against tbe judiciary of tbe 8tate. 
We have had in tbe laat few years many 
cases before the Court of Appeals invol- 
ving political questions. 8o far aH these 
concern contests for ofTic^, 1 do not be- 
lieve that any one will eay tbat this 
court has divided politically, or has ren- 
dered judgments along political lines of 
difference. There were, it is true, a num- 
ber of cases which grew out of the con- 
t'sts made over the ollices filled at the 
State election of lst)t>. During a part of 
the time the court numbered four Demo- 
crata and three Republicans, and aQpther 
part four Republicana and three D0mo- 
crats. And it ia true, that generallv 
speaking, tbe members c f tbe court divid- 
ed upon strict politieal Unea. lo one 
case, tbat ot Titylor agaioat Bcokbam, 
four Dtmoorata and two Repnblieana vo- 
ted to affirm the judgment in favor of 
Gov. Btekbam. Only one Judge— a Re- 
publican— diaaented. In all tbia I see 
no ground for a charge of partisanship 
that does not apply equally to the Judge 
holding the one or tbe other poUtiotl 
faith. 

There is another class of cases growing 
out of tbe assassination of William Uoe- 
bel — an event which, in my judgment, 
was more disastrous to the eood name 
and the peece and order cf Kentucky 
than any event which has ever occurred 
in its hit^tory. .lames Howard has twice 
appealed to the Court of Appeals f'om 
j'ldjjraents of conviction. I'ton tbe first 
appeal the court standing; four Republi- 
cans and three Democrats, voted unani- 
mously to reverse the convicliori uikui 
the second appeal, the court stil iml 
ing four H public^ins and three Demo- 
crats, voted— four for revtrsal and three 
for affirmance. In the case of Caleb 
Powers there have been also two ap- 
peala briird and determined in the Court 
of Appeal)^. I'lion both of these appeals 
the court stood four Kepublicana tor re- 
versal and three Democrata for aftir- 
luance. The last judgment for reversal 
passed by a majority of one Rspablican 
and waa banded down December 2, 1002. 
In the November prt ceding Judge Bar- 
ker bad been elected over Judge Du- 
Elelle and took bis aeat at the meeting of 
the oonrt in Jannary, 1003. Tbia made 
tbe court four Democrata to three Re- 

Sublicana. A petition for rehearing waa 
led by th^ Commonwealth. It Waa 
held nnanimotisly by the ooort Uiat it 
could not be entertained. 

Again, tbe court bad decided, by a 
vote of four Republicans to three Demo- 
crats, that under the circumstances the 
JiHlge who tried the esse at the Circuit 
should have vacated the bench upon the 
affidavit tiled by the accused. When 
the case waa called for trial in May of 
1!K)3, this Judge, entertaining tbe view 
tbat an opinion in a criminal case, un- 
like tbat in a civil case, was not binding 
upon tbe Appellate Court, declined to 
vacate the bench. Thereupon a proceed- 
ing was taken b(f>re the Court of Ap- 
peals to teat this question, the court de- 
cided unanimously— there being four 
Democrats oa tbe bench and three Be* 
pablicaus— that the opinion delivered by 
a bare majority of the court waa binding 
upon tbe whole court.
